The principal Port of New Spain, in this 
firſt Deſcription, is Vera Cruz, and the 
Caſtle of St. Juan de Ulva, the Key of the 
faid Kingdom ; wherefore I ſhall begin from 
thence to deſcribe the Courſes, found out by 
the Experience of the moſt ſkilful and able 
Men, that have been known to navigate in 
this Bay, as well as through all America; 
from whom I habe teceived all the In- 
ſtruction, I am Maſter of on the preſent 
Subject. 

The general Winds and Weather, ih the 
Bay of Mexico are as follow: The Trade 
Winds reign and blow generally from March 
to Ceptember, from the N. E. to the S. E. 
and the Weather is pleaſant and ſerene. The 
North Winds blow from September to March, 
and the Weather is ſtormy, but moſt tem- 
peſtuous in the Months of November, De- 
cember and Fanuary, when we have Hurri- 
canes, and rough Winds, for fifteen and 
twenty Days ſucceſſively ; yet ſometimes, if 
it be calm, the Trade Winds return, and the 
Weather grows ſerene; otherwiſe, if we had 
no ſuch Intermiſſions, it would be impoſſible 
to navigate in this Bay, in the Time of the 
North Winds; for even the Currents alter 
in the ſame Manner,

South, 'till you meet with Mud, which 
you'll have in thirty three Fathom; and from 
thence you may ſail E. where you'll never 
fail of ſtill finding Mud, and may continue 
this Courſe ſafely intotwenty-fix and twenty- 
ſeven Fathom, for you are out of Danger 
and in the Channel, fo long as'you have 
Mud, therefore care ſhould be taken to ſound 
every half hour: As ſoon as you come into 
twenty-five Fathom, and find a ſandy Bot- 
tom, you may be aſſur d that you have al- 
ready got within the Shoals, and have gone 
through between the Triangulas and the A- 
reas; and that by this Courſe you are got into 
twenty one Degrees of North Latitude; but 
if you ſhould ſound in the twentieth Degree 
of Latitude, and find Mud in the Night Time 
with forty- five Fathom Water, you muſt ſail 
E. and take Care to ſound every Hour, and if 
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not two Leagues from the Areas, on the S. W. 
Side of them; but if yau find Stone, you are 
upon them; if you find Gravel and thirty 
Fathom Water, you are to the W. of them;

| Guide: On this Account I very much ap- 


prove of the Portugueze Axiom, which ſays, 
If you would know the Land, go to it. If it 
ſhould happen in failing for the Port of La 
Vera Cruz, that we ſeek the Punta delgada, 
and meet. with it in a foggy Day, when the 
Land is all obſcure, and cannot be ſeen as in 
clear Weather; then, to overcome theſe 
Difficulties, if you are upon the ſaid Punta 
delgada, and cannot well diſtinguiſh: its 
Signs, keep cloſe to the Coaſt; for if you

up, ſo that it cannot admit even of a ſmall 
Boat; and the Sign to know when you are

From the faid Puntilla de Roca Partida, 
there are two ſmall Rivers of good Water, 
and the Roca has two ſmall Iſlands adjacent 
thereto, and a ſandy Creek on the N. W. 
Side; and on the S. W. Side is another great 
Creek, both which are Shelters for great 
Boats; the one from the S. W. and the other 
from the North Wind. A League to the S. W.

South to a fandy Shore, which is a

fail by which Appearance many have been 
miſtaken ; the like Watches are upon the 
Rivers Ligartos and Siſal: In the Night 
Time you may run ſafely into ſix Fathom, 
and by Day into ſive: If you intend to paſs 
between the Coaſt and the Paſſage of Curſa- 
7:10, as Joon as you arrive at Cantoy, you muſt 
look aut for the Land of Cape Catocbe, run- 
ning into ſix Fathom; and coaſting along 
Weſtward, in that Depth of Water, till you

All the. Soundings from Cape Catoche to 
this Place are thick Sand, Gravel and Sand,

When you are on the Coaſt of N. E. 
and 8. W. you are to the Leeward of

Guantanamo, which opens as you fail along 
the Coaſt; the Land about it is low, and 
full of Hillocks : It has its Entry to the 
N. and is a large Bay, with two Rivers of 
ſweet Water, which the Pirates ſometimes 
frequent. After you have paſſed the ſaid 
Mountain or Saddle, there is a red high 
Hill, from which the Land declines, and fo 
runs lower to the Weſt till it joins the Sierras 
del Cobre, or Copper Hills, which are other 
high Hills that run as far as the Sierra de 
Tarquino; the firſt and Eaſtermoſt of theſe 
has a Break like unto a perfect Half-Moon, 
and from this to the Saddle, the Land runs 
lower; at Sea the Coaſt between theſe Hills 
ſeems to conſiſt of marſhy Ground: In the 
Middle of the low Land, between the ſaid 
Hills, lies the Port of St. Jago de Cuba: Thoſe
